And  unless 
we  read  the  signs  of  the  times  all 
wrong,  these,  and  at  least  one  other 
proverb,  demands  our  most  serious 
and  practical  attention,  to -wit: 
“Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
liberty.”  And  now  while  we  can- 
not nor  would  not,  as  Bap- 
tists, interpose  with  carnal 
w -a  pons  for  the  defense  or  prop- 
agation of  the  truth,  we  may  and 
should  with  those  weapons  which 
are  not  carnal,  but  spiritual  stand 
for  the  defense  of  our  Heaven-given 
heritage,  and  with  all  of  our  might 
seek  to  win  over  the  enemies  of 
Christ  to  tho  truth.
